A ne^ price schedule for nonferreus metals is being worked out by the metallur- 
gical division of the DDR Ministry of Heavy Industry'* The basic prices have 
been established i but adjusted prices for specific items have not yet been set. 
In all cases* prices have been substantially advanced* in certain instances 
up to COO percent. The following are the new basic prices oh some metals* 
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2. In January l&l, the WB Buntmetall accepted from DAIIA-Hetall a ohipnent of 1 

1*^72 tons of nickel ore. The ore came from Potsano* Finland* by way of iloruay 
to Rostock. It was delivered to Iiattenwerk IlalsbrUcke for smelting and was 
processed further at NicbelMttenwertce Aue and Oberschlema. The smel ting 
process was as follows* 


a. Hattenwcrk Halsbrflcke - reduction to nickel matte in smelter. 

b. Iiattenwerk Oberschlema - stamping* grinding and roasting of niclcel matte. 

c. Iiattenwerk Aue - re smelting of roasted nickel matte to produce nickel speiss. 

d. Hattenwcrk Oberschlema - staraping grinding and roasting of nickel speiss. 

e. Iiattenwerk Oberschlema - production of pure nickel and nickel salts. 
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The reduction process has been estimated to cost DM 3 ,000 >00 per 100 kilograms 
of pure nickel* The 1*5>72 tons of ore yielded pure metal at. the rate of 
percent* on tine basis of the reduction of }+Q percent of the cm* ‘Uhls b.0 per- 
cent yielded 29 tons of metal, which would bring the total tc 72*3 tons for the 
entire lot of ore* Another lot of nickel ore consisting of 1*800 tons is lying 
at ITuldenhUfctono This lot runs at only 3*3 percent of refined nickel*
